This morning arrived a mail from Jamaica, brought 
to Plymouth by the Cygnet cutter in fix weeks. 

A letter from Jamaica, dated the 28th April ftates, 
that General Maitland before proceeding to St Domin- 
go, had fent Colonel d’Harcourt before him to Touf- 
faint Ouverture, with the treaty: concluded with that 
negro, ratified by his Majelty. Count d’Harcourt ar- 
rived in St Domingo, buc nothing decifive refpedcting 
the fentiments of ‘Touflaint was known at Jamaica.—It 
was only reported that the negro chief had intimated 
that his views continued the fame, and that he was de- 
firous to conclude with General. Maitland the treary 
which had been begun. General Maitland was accor- 
dingly to proceed to Saint Domingo io-purfuance of this 
object. 

In the mean time the colony of St Domingo is in 
general tranquil, but the liberty which the negroes have 
obtained they hitherto have rendered fubfervient only 
to the iadulgence of floth and idlenefs, and it is doubt- 
ed whether, even fhould the treaty take cffeét, they 
will re.urn to labour with fufficient indultry to maintain 
a mutual commerce. Rigaud {till continues the rival, 
and almoft the declared enemy of Touflaint. 

His Maje(ty’s order in Council of the oth of January 
laft, permitting a commerce between Jamaica and cer- 
tain ports in St Domingo, has been publithed in the 
ifland. 

American papers of a late date feem to encourage the 
fuppotition that Touflaint continaes attached to the in- 
tereils of France. Roume, the agent of the Direétory, 
remains in the iflands, and fo late as the 25th April 
ifued an official paper which is couched in a language 
that would prove the Negro Chief hoftile to this coun- 
try, and in the intereft of France.

table annexed to the said notices: which lists and statements, 
signed by themselves, must be delivered at the house of John 
Burnet, writer in Stonehaven, clerk to the Commissioners. 

. Trustees or persons acting for others, as they may net have 
the charge, or be in the receipt of the whole income of such 
other persons, will have to make a return of the income of the 
persons for whom they act, even tho’ it should be under 6cl.

Neither, can any person, as has been erroneously supposed 
by sonte, dedact his house rent from his income; the rent of 
his house being only a part of his expenditure ; and no per- 
son having a mght to deduct any part of his expence from his 
chargeable income.
